1 . Purpose. This bulletin reemphasizes 
the importance of considering energy 
conservation in acquisition decisions. 

2. Expiration date, 'l'his bulletin 
expires October B, 1981 unless earlier 
revised or superseded. 

3. Background. 

a. The Office of Federal Procurement 
Policy (OFPP) Policy Letter 75-1, in 
implementing the F.nergy Policy and 
Conservation Act (42 ll.S.C. 838(a)(1)), 
required Executive agencies to promote 
energy conservation and efficiency 
through procurement policies and 
decisions. Accordingly, regulations 
making the requirement a mandatory 
standard with respect to procurements 
and underlying procurement and 
property management documents have 
been set forth in § 1-1.339-1 of the 
Federal Procurement Regulations and in 
Par! 101-25 of the Federal Properly 
Management Regulations. 

b. The OFPP has now issued 
Supplement No. 1 to OFPP Policy Letter 
70- 1 (45 FR 47772. July 10. 1980). which 
reemphasizes the need to conform to 
both the spirit and intent of those 
regulations. In a September 2. 1930, 
memorandum. OFPP encourages Agency 
and Industry Contact Points procuring 
offices to work cooperatively to give 
meaningful consideration to the 
conservation of energy. 

4. Agency action. Energy conservation 
as it relates to acquisition decisions is 
expected to be made a mutter of 
management emphasis throughout the 
Executive branch.

Under the auspices of the Intel agency 
Federal Energy Pole v Committee (sometimes 
referred to as the W Committee), this 
Office and the DOE's Office of Conserva'tcn 
and Solar Energy recently reviewed the 
measures taken by several Federal 
contractors end Government procurement 
activities to promote energy conservation at 
facilities employed in the performance of 
1 ederiil contracts. 1 tie purpose oi tics suivcy 
w,is to betel num; if inclusion of ..n energy 
conseivation clause in Federal contracts wr.s 
warranted. 

We have concluded that, on balance. 
Federal contractors are conscientiously 
pursuing energy conservation measures and 
that on energy conservation clause, per sc. is 
not warranted as an additional stimulus In 
fact, there is a geneial feeling that the eflotts 
associated with administering an energy 
conservation clause could detract Irom 
positive measures being devoted to 
conservation efforts, 'ilien foie, we have 
decided not to promulgate such a clause. 

! iowi ver, the sui vcy dill disclose that most 
of us still waste energy needlessly. A prime 
example is the use of lighting on bright days 
and when rooms arc unoccupied. Also, 
industry associations could be helpful in 
pi unvoting energy conservation by 
exchanging energy conservation ideas 
through such media us their newsletters to 
member firms 

Another urea worth considering is to 
emphasize and discuss energy ronsei vat.on 
(hiring source selection tor major piograms. 
Such discussions could promote a common 
understanding of obstruct ms to rangy 
conserv ation measures and cnapcrutive 
means lor oven aiming such obstructions 
within the si, (>(ie of the progiiim.

The continuing increase in energy costs, 
both as a percentage of the life cycle costs of 
facilities, equipment, and systems and total 
dollar expenditures, dictates that energy 
conservation, as it relates to acquisition 
decisions, be made a matter for management 
emphasis throughout the Executive Branch. 

As initial steps, (1) I specifically want this 
Policy Letter and the regulations cited above 
to be brought to the attention of those 
personnel involved in acquisition decisions, 
and (2) 1 want to reemphasize the need to 
conform to both the spirit and intent of these 
directives. 1 

There are numerous acquisition-related 
energy conservation opportunities that the 
Government can pursue in carrying out its 
day-to-day activities. For example: (1 J where 
energy costs constitute a major portion of the 
life cycle cost of a product, the tnergy- 
efficiency of competing products should be 
considered in deciding which product to 
procure; (2} existing heating and air 
conditioning systems in Government 
buildings can be made more energy-efficient 
through the addition of energy-saving 
components or the replacement of inefficient 
systems; (3) rail and water transportation 
systems generally consume less energy in 
terms of the payload hauled and may 
represent a practicable alternative to other, 
less energy-efficient, forms of transportation: 
and (-1) products made with rcc.yi ■). cl 
materials, which generally require I-:s energy 
to produce, frequently are adequate for the ' 
Government's needs. In addition to making 
good economic sense, Federal energy. saving 
strategies can also serve as examples for 
State and local governments, bi si. esses ti r:d 
die general public. 

Innovations aimed at energy on. •.salvation 
are resulting in many new products an .1 the 
redesign of existing products to m.A.c- hem 
more energy-efficient. In this vein •• • ; i . 
dev el opmerd of better product ti u. - 
standards by Government and the ; r:. . i ■ 
sector— standards specifically dm i • ; t: . a n> 
aid in the conservation uf eneigy— dmuiii 
result from implementation of OMb Circuit* 
A-no, Federal Participation in the 
Development and Use of Voluntary 
Standards. 

In managing our personal affairs, wo have 
taken steps to cope with escalating energy 
costs and shortages. We must be equally 
tigilant where the public interest and tax 
dollars are involved. We do not have to settle 
'or products which are less energy-efficient, 
due to either the lack of familiarity wiih new 
products which are more energy-efficient, or 
,0 outmoded Federal specifications. The 
policy on Acquisition and Distribution 
commercial Products (ADCoP) (See 45 FR 
»267 — Federal Property Management 
•gulations Temporary Regulation E-G9— il 


Gi"R Ch. 101), together with life cycle cost 
considerations, provides a positive niean 3 for 
the Government to take advantage of energy- 
saving innovations. 

The obligation to think and practice energy 
conservation in shaping acquisition decisions 
does not rest solely with the contracting 
function. Rather, this obligation begins with 
those responsible for levying acquisition 
requests upon contracting officers. The 
people who generate such requesis are 
obligated to pursue vigorously energy 
conservation opportunities anii be receptive 
to (he use of acquisition strategies tailored to 
ensure that energy conservation and 
efficiency are given duo consideration in the 
procurement process. 

Many energy conservation measures have 
been initiated by the Congress and the 
President confirming their determination to 
eliminate the Nation's dependence on foreign 
energy sources. With respect to Federal 
procurement policy, ! am equally determined 
to take whatever measures are necessarv to 
ensure that our acquisition programs promote 
energy conservation, in this regard, if there 
are conflicting policies, regulations, or 
procedures which effectively pieclude or 
hamper the acquisition of energy-efficient 
products or services, they should be made 
known to me so they can be changed Also, if 
we need to strengthen existing policies 
regulations or procedures to ensure 
procurement of energy-efficient products and 
services, this also will be done. 

1 wish to be advised within 9=1 days of the 
steps taken or planned by your agency to 
emphasize and ensure compliance with the 
spirit and intent of ihis Policy Latter and 
implementing regulations I will disseminate 
fur your consideration those responses which 
demonstrate the kinds of imaginative and 
creative thinking required to maximize the 
potential ronsrib'.ibun Federal acquisition 
decisions can make to the Nation's enc-igv 
conservation efforts.
